typhoon, did net remain at -his buoy in 
Hangkong.

Lord and Lady Dufferin wero ap<edti 
initiatud into tho singularities of native 
charactor, Hora is naide-light upon Indian 
knowledge of the English tongue :—' Colo- 
nol Evan-Smith, the Residont at Bhurtpore 
os. «talking of the English spuken by 
matives, told us he onco reccived a letter 
beginning, ‘' Honoured Knormity.” ‘the 
writer had evidently looked into the diction- 
ary and found this oxpres¢ion suitable.- One 
mon,. during an examination, was told to 
write an essay upon the horse, which he did 
in tho following brief items :~—‘' ‘tho horse 
is a vory noble animal, but when irritated, 
ho coases to doo.” Another bad to write 
upon the difference between riches and 
poverty, and’ he’ ended by saying—‘ In 
short, the rich man weltcra on crimson 
velvet; while tho poor man snorts on flint.”” 

Vrom Judge Cunningham, o well-known 
Anglo-Indian, came tle following story in 
illustration of Indian politences :—' A 
judgo, who wasa very bad ‘shot, had. been 
out for a day’s sport, and on his teturn the 
man who went went with him was asked— 
“Well, how did the judge shoot to-day 1?” 
Oh,” he replied; “ the judge shot besuti- 
fully, but God was very moreiful to the 
birds.” ” 

A fow weeks after their landing their 
Excellencies visited French territory at 
Chandernagore, heing weil received by the 
authorities :—* We found ourselves in the 
tiniest and most uninteresting of little 
towns. , The possession is'only about three 
miles in eize, and the French have to keep 
Up agoverncr, magistrates, and a miniaturo 
army there, all ¢f whom are excessively 
bored, having neither business nor pleasure 
with which to’ Gill their time, .and not 
sufficient space to supply ‘mischief for their 
idle hands... Their. wildest. dissipation : is 
sitting on n ghat looking at tlie sunact, to 
the accompaniment of a glass of sherry.’
